The  past  year  there  was  two  cases  of  PoHomyeHtis. 
We  have  been  unable  to  trace  the  origin.  Also  several 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  The  general  health  of  the 
community  was  good  as  regards  cases  that  required  isola- 
tion. Three  Foster  Homes  were  inspected,  all  applications 
were  licensed.  The  usual  samples  was  sent  to  Concord  to 
be  analysed,  all  reports  satisfactory.  All  toilets  in  Schools 
and  Rest  Rooms  were  inspected. 

I  have  investigated  several  complaints.  Most  of  the 
trouble  comes  from  the  improper  disposal  of  garbage  and 
rubbish.  We  recommend  that  a  study  be  made  to  relieve 
this  condition.

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REPORT    OF   THE   TUCKER   FREE   LIBRARY 
For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1947 


As  the  year  draws  to  a  close,  we  are  inclined  to  look 
back  over  it  to  see  in  what  way  we  can  profit  by  past 
experience,  and  make  even  better  the  coming  year's 
prospects. 

The  increase  in  cost  of  books  and  magazines,  without 
a  corresponding  increase  of  income  and  appropriation, 
makes  it  a  difficult  matter  to  keep  up  with  the  past  record  of 
books  and  magazines,  however  we  have  not  dropped  any 
magazines  from  our  subscription  list,  as  we  feel  that  the 
patrons  very  much  depend  upon  them.  And  with  the 
generosity  of  some  friends  of  the  library  we  have  had  given 
us  many  fine  books,  some  of  the  latest  ones  as  well  as  some 
of  the  older  ones,  which  are  just  as  desirable. 

Mr.  Harry  B.  Preston  and  Mrs.  Eva  C.  Huntoon  also 
Miss  Florence  Bissell  of  Rhode  Island,  and  Miss  Claire 
Dunsing  of  New  Jersey,  have  been  very  generous  in  dona- 
ting books:  besides  many  of  our  townspeople  have  thought- 
fully done  so. 

The  "Huntoon  Book  Fund"  yields  a  steady  yearly  in- 
come which  is  a  big  help  and  one  we  can  depend  upon  each 
year. 

The  New^  England  College  recently  established  in  our 
town,  has  made  extensive  use  of  our  facilities,  and  it  is 
gratifiying  to  know  we  have  so  much  material  on  our  shelves 
that  can  be  of  use  to  them. 
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The  Grade  School  as  well  as  the  High  School  have 
used  the  Library  extensively  and  we  are  always  glad  to 
have  them.  The  friendly  attitude  of  the  teachers  and 
faculty  make  it  a  pleasure  to  serve  them. 

In  every  way  we  strive  to  help  the  earnest  student,  and 
at  the  same  time  preserve  order  and  dignity,  and  safeguard 
the  property  of  the  library. 

It  is  not  easy  or  pleasant  to  try  to  work  in  a  noisy 
atmosphere,  so  quietness  is  required  —  and  prompt  return 
of  books  when  due,  insures  all  with  equal  opportunity  to 
the  use  of  them. 

Obedience  to  these  rules  is  not  unreasonable,  but 
necessary  to  preserve  the  most  efficient  object  of  the  Library 
to  all  who  wish  to  use  it. 

We  —  and  with  that  I  mean  the  townspeople  as  well 
as  the  Library  Personnel,  are  very  grateful  to  the  friends 
who  have  helped  us  by  gifts  of  books  and  magazines,  and 
other  gifts,  for  we  realize  it  is  done  with  a  real  desire  to 
help  in  a  worthy  cause  and  to  further  the  use  for  which  the 
Library  was  intended.

The  above  tables  are  for  the  school  year  1946-1947 
when  Mr.  John  A.  Sinclair  was  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
My  own  remarks  will  have  to  pertain  to  the  period  since 
July  1.   1947. 
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The  teacher  shortage  continues  to  be  acute.  Although 
it  has  been  rehcved  to  some  extent  in  certain  high  school 
fields,  others  are  just  as  bad  as  last  year.  There  will  be 
very  few  graduates  of  our  Teachers  Colleges  to  supply  the 
deficiency  in  the  elementary  field,  others  are  just  as  bad  as 
last  year.  There  will  be  very  few  graduates  of  our  Teach- 
ers Colleges  to  supply  the  deficiency  in  the  elementary  field. 
Last  year  most  of  the  graduates  were  asking  for  and  getting 
$2000.  I  expect  they  will  be  asking  for  at  least  as  much 
this  year  and  probably  more. 

The  Board  has  made  serious  effort  to  improve  the 
facilities  at  the  elementary  school.  The  new  lighting  sys- 
tem is  a  tremendous  help  and  new  desks  have  been  ordered 
to  replace  the  outworn,  outmoded  desks.  There  is  still 
more  to  be  done.  The  toilet  facilities  should  be  improved 
and  we  should  have  more  playground  equipment;  swings 
and  teeter  boards,  etc.  With  the  increased  State  Aid  it 
should  be  possible  to  do  some  of  these  things. 

Improvements  have  also  been  made  in  the  High  School. 
Adequate  shower  facilities  have  been  provided  for  the  boys 
which  have  been  enjoyed  very  much  especially  the  new 
arrangement  for  increasing  the  amount  of  hot  water. 
Showers  should  also  be  installed  in  the  girls'  dressing  room. 
The  trend  in  education  is  to  have  a  physical  education 
program  for  all  the  children  in  the  schools  and  a  start  has 
already  been  made  along  this  line.  The  State  Department 
of  Education  is  aware  of  this  need  and  expect  very  soon 
to  announce  the  appointment  of  a  State  Director  of  Physical 
Education.  Henniker  is  in  a  very  good  position  with  their 
fine  gymnasium  to  expand  this  part  of  the  school  program. 

I  have  enjoyed  my  work  with  the  Henniker  people  very 
much.      It  has  been  a  pleasant  initiation  to  my  new  duties.
